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Revs. Gallaudet, Syle to be honored Sunday 


This Sunday marks a very special 
day for Gallaudet University and the 
deaf community in general. The 
Washington Cathedral will honor the 
Revs. Thomas Gallaudet and Henry 
Winter Syle, pioneers in the Episcopal 
Church who played important roles in 
the lives of deaf people, with a special 
service. 

The 11 a.m. service, which will signify 
the inclusion of Gallaudet and Syle into 
the Episcopal Church’s liturgical calen- 
dar, will be conducted by the Rev. Jay 
L. Croft, the University’s Episcopal/ 
Anglican chaplain on campus. This is 
the first time that a deaf person has 
conducted a service at the Cathedral. 

Other participants in the service will 
be Gallaudet President King Jordan, 
officers of the Episcopal Conference of 


the Deaf, and clergy and leaders of local 
congregations of deaf people. A similar 
service will be held the same day at 
Grace Cathedral in San Francisco. 

The services will be presented in 
speech and sign language, and the 
public is invited to attend. The 
Caption-America Company will donate 
real-time captioning services. 

By being included in the church’s 
liturgical calendar, an honor that com- 
memorates people who have done out- 
standing work for the church, 

Gallaudet and Syle will be remembered 
at approximately the same time yearly 
in Episcopal Church services. 

Rev. Gallaudet (1822-1902) was the 
eldest son of the Rev. Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet and the elder brother of Gal- 
laudet University’s first president,

Edward Miner Gallaudet. He founded 
many churches for deaf people, begin- 
ning with St. Ann’s Church for the 
Deaf in New York City in 1852. 

Rev. Syle (1846-1902) bears the dis- 
tinction of being the first deaf person to 
be ordained in any church. 

After considerable controversy, he 
was ordained as a deacon in Philadel- 
phia in 1876 and was advanced to the 
priesthood in 1883. A bust of Syle is in 
the Hall of Fame collection in Chapel 
Hall. 

Gallaudet’s Department of TV, Film, 
and Photography will videotape the 
service as a feature for the program 
“Deaf Mosaic.” 

The Washington Cathedral is located 
at Massachusetts and Wisconsin 
Avenues, in Northwest D.C.

Memorial planned 
for Rev. Richards 


A memorial service is being planned 
at Gallaudet for the Rev. Raymond 
Richards, a former Catholic chaplain 
for the campus and a faculty member 
in the Department of Philosophy and 
Religion, who died on July 12. 

According to the Rev. Jerry Tran- 
cone, the campus’ present Catholic 
chaplain, Rev. Richards died at his 
home in Brooklyn, N.Y., following an 
illness that he contracted while in 
Rome earlier in the month. 

Richards, a native of Brooklyn, 
served the Gallaudet community from 
1973-78. He left the University to be- 
come an associate priest for a church 
in the Brooklyn Diocese, and later be- 
came priest of another church in the 
diocese. 

Rev. Trancone said that the memori- 
al service will be held in Chapel Hall 
next month. A specific date will be an- 
nounced to the campus community in 
On the Green in a later issue.
